The Board passed a motion to allocate $200 to Dave Olson to begin 
establishment of a novice station at Mcglaughlin Youth Center. 


Dave Cloyd gave the VHF Committee report. Several hundred dollars in 
donations (also much donated equipment) has been received for the Home 
repeater and duplexer. The Board voted to allow Dave to use the ident 
from the old KL7AA repeater for the Homer unit. The Board further 
moved to allocate $200 so Dave can complete other official VHF work. 


Board of Directors Meeting, cont'd. 


The autopatch on the new 34/94 machine will be shut down at night 
til we have full-time control operators and until the patch is used 
roperly; however, the 911 and 411 features of the patch will remain 
uninhibited. The Board moved to allow Doug Dickinson KL7IKX to obtain 
the equipment necessary to make the unit compatible with the Anchorage 
phone system. The Board generally agreed that patch length should be 
increased from 3 to 5 minutes. 
Herb Rosenthal AL7G reported on behalf of the Scholarship Committee 
concerning the $500 scholarships the Club is making available to UAA 
and ACC.

ur highky-touted "bells-and-whistles" club autopatch/Ropeater 
45 up and running! Thanks to Hizzoner (president Herb Brasseur), 
we finally got akl the bugs and other vermin shaken out of the 
unit, and it was commissioned into serwice during the weel of 
4/18-19, C&ub members who attended the April meeting were given 
a thorough briefing on how to operate the jewel. For those of you 
who weren't able to make it (and to those of you, Like me, who for- 
got), here is a recap of the instructions: 


AUTOPATCH 


The access code is "541" Punch "541" and you get a diak tone. 
Machine wikk onky process Locak (non-toll) calls -- punch more 
than 7 digits, and your call with not be completed. Tones are 
muted during dialing. There is a 3-minute maximum on autopatch 
calls ~- the machine provides a mukti-tone unrning burst at the 
2.5-minute mark, and automatically teuninates the patch at 3 min. 
The "ckeanr" code is "#41" -- punch this after you complete your 
eat and the machine sends "RRR" back to you in CW if the command 
4s accepted. Our autopatch has a xe-diak feature. Punching in 
"542" wilh get you a redial of the Last phone number entered into 
the machine. The machine retains numbers for 20 minutes. 


AUTODIAL & 
This feature provides automatic access to sekected numbers via 
3- digit codes. Enter "911" for connection with municipal emer- 
gency services. Enter "411" for dinectony assistance. Enter "441" 
for city police in non-emergency situations. 
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Here's a good spot for my beltbuckle plug. I'm a new member and a 
new ham and I've just got to have one of the club's natty, person- 
alized belt buckles! her fashion-conscious members feel the same, 
I trust. No call yet? Not to worry. You can order one blank and 
have it engraved later! Details for you at the May meeting! 


RESET TONE 


C a transmission, wait for the reset tone (5-second pause after 
gee ees This resets the 3-minute timer, and gives "breakers" 
a chance. 


USER PROGRAMS 


Tone pad test ~- Sending any 3-digit now on column (top 3 digits) 
will net you an "OK" back in CW if ‘your tones ane accepted. Note 
that the bottom now must be entered backwards, 4. e., "HOF" 
Recommend + 3 kHz on Less fon tone deviation. Also no extra noise

KERCHUNKERS BEWARE! This 44 a "smart" controller. An occasional 
keyup wikk get you a fast squeech taik and normally no 1D on tail 
message.
